TJnderlined moves are not possible. Certain of these moves are difficult of inter- 
pretation, and the Gamesn aster therefore makes the following rulings: 

1. The English A Kie S A Bur-Mun holds even though the A Kie is dislodged, since 
this army was ordered to atta support into the province from which it was attacked. 

S. The Austro -Hungarian A Pie-Tus (unsupported) combined with the Turkish g Rom-Tus 
(supported by an Austro-Hungarian army) was a bit of a puzzle, I rule that the Austro- 
hungarian support from Venice is valid, since it is directed against an Biglish rather 
than* against another Austro-Hungarian unit. 

3. The English P Tyr ordered into the Ion&ta Sea has pne support; however, the 
Turkish F Adr also ordered into that sea has two supports. This is sufficient to keep 
out the English; however, an attack frem the Turkish F Adr cannot force the Turkish F 
Ion to retreat. Had the F Adr been Austro-Hungarian, the Turkish F Ion would have been 
disiodgedt J • • ; ' " 

The English retreats are A Kie-Hol, g Tus-Lyo. The High Combatant powers hold the 
same sufply centers as they did at the end of "1913", except that Kiel has passed from 
England to Austria-Bungary. Accordingly, England must remove one unit, and Austria-Hun- 
gary may build one. Players are requested to send these moves by immediate return mail.
